MPC Campus Transforms

They looked lonely as they 
stood there in the middle of 
nowhere. But that would not 
be for long, for ‘they’ were the 
beginning of the MPC campus. 

This lonely looking group 
of army buildings was from 
Camp McQuade, near Watson- 
ville. The buildings, and the 
hauling of them were free. 
Both were gifts of the govern- 
ment, 

Work of getting the buildings 


in shape for use began in the 
spring of 1948. As the build- 
ings were not all alike; the 
changes were not the same. 
Some of the buildings had large 
windows, and the walls had to 
be knocked out and small win- 


dows installed. Beams were 
put under the floors of some, 
and on top of the beams wooden 
floors were laid. Floors of ce- 
ment were made under some of 
the buildings, such as the 
Journalism, Business, and half 
of the Photography building. 

School began with the fall 
classes of 1948, the work was 
not finished, but it was a good 
start. Since 1948 many improve- 
ments have been made. Stucco 
has dressed-up the outside 
of the buildings. 


A Home Economics building, 
women’s locker and shower 
room, and men’s locker and 
shower room have been built. . 

Landscaping has not been 
eliminated, 

As MPC progresses, so does 
the need for new buildings. 
Calvin C. Flint, president of 
MPC, said the following new 
buildings are needed: science 
lecture hall, gym and swimming 
pool, engineering building and 
an auditorium. 

Dr. Flint said bids had been 
asked for 2500 square feet to 
be added to the registrars of- 
fice, but when returned, the 
bids were too high. He said 
that it is hoped that the build- 
ing that now houses both lib- 
rary and administrative offices 
will someday serve only as 
library and there will be a new 
administration building. 

The preferred location for 
the planned Monterey Penin- 
sula Community Auditorium is 
situated on the western leg 
of the MPC campus. If the 
building is constructed here, 
the Auditorium Committee of- 
ficials have stated that the 
college will be able to use the 
hall for college functions .
